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Color Changes 
Confuse Britons 


England’s Manchester Guard- 
jan, prominent daily newspaper, 
ported that the color changes 
on the five low values of the 
qurrent regular postage series on 
May 3 caused a whale of a lot of 
snfusion among the post office 
gerks and their customers. _ 

The ingrained habit of selling 
ared stamp for a penny, and a 
plue one for twopence halfpenny 
roved so strong, that, with the 
reversal of the colors some lucky 
customers obtained stamps at bar- 
gain prices, Others, not so for- 
tunate, were inadvertantly 
charged twopence halfpenny for 
apenny stamp. 

A customer at the Royal Ex- 
change post office told a “Man- 
chester Guardian” reporter that 
people were “very confused in- 
deed” at the various colored 
stamps on sale, Customers, over- 
looking the fact that the colors 
had been changed, were telling 
the clerks that they had received 
stamps of the wrong kind; the 
clerks were telling the customers 
to look at the values and not at 
the colors. 

During the slack periods, when 
people on both sides of the coun- 
ter had time to think, business 
proceeded fairly smoothly, | al- 
though at a lower speed than nor- 
mal, When the rush hour started 
things became more _ chaotic. 
Clerks who had been selling red 





stamps for a penny all their lives 
found it difficult to remember to 
charge 242d. , 
The representative of one firm, 
after leaving with a bulk pur- 
chase of stamps, returned some 
time later and handed ten shil- 
lings back to the clerk who had 
undercharged her. Behind the 
counter, hurried checkings of cash 
had unhappy results and in front 
of it customers became somewhat 
impatient at the delay—some of 
which might have been saved if 
prominent notices announcing the 
geeee of color had been display- 


A Post Office official said that 
while some customers had been 
confused by the change business 
had not been seriously impeded. 
At times, he said, it had been 
slowed down because people had 
tended to reject the stamps on 
first sight, while the sorting of- 
fice were having to scrutinize let- 
ters more closely to see whether 
they were correctly stamped. 

The new colors—%%2d orange, 1d 
blue, 2d green, and 2%2d red— 
have been introduced to bring 
colors into line with those pre- 
scribed by the Universal Postal

West Indies Canal Laborers 


Honored By 10c Canal Zone 


Commem Due 


On August 15 


The Canal Zone, which just a week ago announced the forth- 
coming release of six new airmail stamps to replace the current se- 
ries, has given further news telling of the impending issuance of a 
10c commemorative stamp on August 15, to pay honor to the many 
West Indian workers who helped build the Panama Canal, The first 
day date is the 37th anniversary of the opening of the Canal to com- 


mercial vessels an event which took place on August 15, 1914. 


In announcing the new stamp, 
the Postmaster, Balboa Heights, 
Canal Zone, stated the following: 

“A commemorative 10-cent or- 
dinary stamp, honoring West In- 
dian laborers who contributed so 
much in the construction of the 
Panama Canal during the years 
1904-1914, will be placed on sale 
at all Canal Zone post offices on 
August 15, 1951, the anniversary 
of the opening of the Canal to 
world traffic. The stamp will be 
approximately 19 x 22 mm in 
size (same as U.S. Presidential 
series), and will portray a group 
of workers in Culebra Cut (now 
Gaillard Cut). At the top of the 
stamp will be the words, ‘Com- 
memorating West Indian Labor 
in the Construction of the Panama 
Canal, 1904-1914,’ and at the bot- 
tom the denomination, and the 
words ‘Canal Zone Postage.’ 

“Collectors desiring first day 
cancellations miay send a limited 
number of covers to the Postmas- 
ter, Balboa Heights, Canal Zone, 
with cash or postal money orders 
to cover the cost of mailing. Post- 
al Notes, Postage Stamps, or Per- 
sonal Checks will not be accept- 


ed,

ed. Sufficient black space should 
be left above the address to al- 
low for stamps and postmark. 


“An enclosure of medium 
weight should be placed in ‘each 
envelope, and the flap either 
sealed or turned in. First day 
covers will not be returned un- 
der cover of another envelope. 

“Requests for unusual arrange- 
ments and Plate Numbers cannot 
be granted. Requests for mint 
stamps must not be included with 
orders for first day covers, but 
are to be sent separately. To in- 
sure prompt delivery of the new 
stamps, orders should not include 
requests for other denominations.”

Contirms Detroit Stamp 


Probable First Day At 


Detroit July 


24; Report 


Reveals 3c Plate Rarity 


In a tersely worded bulletin, which contained little else than the 


bare announcement of the 


stamp, 


the Post Office Department 


through Jesse M. Donaldson, Postmaster General revealed that a 
commemorative stamp will be issued to mark the 250th anniversary 
of the landing of the French Antoine de la Mothe Cadillac near the 


present site of Detroit, Michigan. 


This landing is regarded by his- 


torically minded Detroiters as the Founding of the city, and has 
been celebrated this year in various special festivals and events. 
Stamp or no, Detroit people had plans to mark their city’s anni- 


versary, and that they have been 


reads: 

“Postmaster General Jesse M. 
Donaldson announced that he has 
authorized the issuance of a spe- 
cial 3c postage stamp to com- 
memorate the 250th anniversary 
of the Landing of Antoine de la 
Mothe Cadilkac at Detroit. 

“Further details with regard to 
the design, color, date and place 
of first-day sale, will be an- 
nounced later.” 

While no first day of issue date 
was given, nor a first day city, 
reliable rumors say that the first 
day will be July 24. And, of 
course, the first day city could 
hardly be other than Detroit, the 
city to be commemorated, 

Collectors should await further 
official announcements before 
sending covers to the postmaster 
at Detroit for servicing. 

Undoubtedly, the Detroit stamp 
will have a good chance of being 
the most popular of the five an- 
nounced for 1951—at least it 
should run a close race with the 
May 30 UCV commem for the 
honor, A stamp for Detroit was 
approved in several polls taken 


among stamp collectors by a wide | 


majority 

Other important news from 
Washington will be of special in- 
terest to plate number collectors, 
A report dealing with plate busi- 
ness the second and third months 
of this year indicate a new rari- 
ty in the plate number field. 

Most of the activity at the 
Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing as it affects postage stamps 
during the months of February 
and March was confined to the 
3c Presidential regular, 

Also revealed was a brand new 
plate block rarity, Number 24171 
from which only 4,633 impres- 
sions were made before the plate 
was cancelled for further use. No 
reason for the cancellation was 
given, but it can be presumed to 
be a defective plate since usual- 
ly the use extends in the hun- 
dreds of thousands of impres- 
sions, 

Plate 24171 was first certified 
for use on January 30, 1951, and 
cancelled on March 20, 1951, a life 
of a little over a month and a 
half. The defection of the plate 
probably developed at the time 
it was first used for the printing 
of stamps. 

With only 4,633 impressions 
this new rarity is approximately 
five times as scarce as plate 
23760 also a 3c Presidential. There 
were but 22.520 impressions made 
from it, 

Also bound to be moderately 
elusive will be plate blocks of 
Number 24252 from which but a 
total of 102,693 impressions were 
made, This is also a 3c Presi- 
dential certified on October 31,

Pius X Beatified, 
Stamps Issued 


he beatification of the late 
Pope Pius X on June 3 at St. 
Peters in the Vatican was the

Pius X is the first Pope in a 
great many years who has been 
considered for sainthood, One of 
of the final steps before canon- 
ization as a saint is the beatifi- 
cation.

Egyptian Stamp Hooks 
Ride To Hornell, N. Y. 


One of those “Believe It Or 
Not” things happened to George 
M. Hammond, Hornell, N. Y. deal- 
er recently. 

He received an airmail letter 
from Italy, which in itself is not 
unusual, and on the way over to 
this country, the letter evidently 
was right next to one from Egypt 
bound for the same destination. 

Sometime during the trip, the 
Egyptian stamp became caught in 
one of the folds on the back of 
the Italian envelope and was pull- 
ed off remaining face down in 
this trap even to the time of its 
delivery to Mr. Hammond 

As authentication, the Egypt- 
ian stamp is tied to the back of 
the Italian cover with a Hornell, 
N.Y. postmark. While not of any 
special value, the cover is an 
intriguing curiosity, 





Red Propaganda On 
New Czech Stamps 


It is doubtful if many of the 
citizens of the Communist dom- 
inated nations ever see the com- 
memorative and _ special issue 
stamps which originate in their 
post office departments. But the 
collectors of the outside world, 
especially the United States ci- 
tizens who purchase such labels, 
certainly get a fulsome diet of 
Red propaganda in their designs. 

Apparently the dollar support 
from the United States and other 
nations of the free world must 
be substantial, for the Red na- 
tions keep their stamp printing 
presses going at full blast. 

In support of that theory Czech- 
oslovakia has announced its 
stamp program for the coming 
four months starting with June. 

June 21 will see the release 
of a four value sport set, 1, 1:50, 
3 and 5Kces showing in their de- 
signs discus throwing, gymnastics, 
skiing and football. 

In July politics take over with 
a two value set picturing Josef 
Hybes a communist politician. 
Denominations are to be 1.50 and 
2Kcs. Also to be released are 
three to publicise Soviet movie 
making in values of .80, 1.50 and 
4Kcs,

A Little Rock, Ark. collector 
requested information about the 
New Zealand Health stamps from 
the writer of a column in one 
of the contemporary U.S. stamp 
papers.

Medallion For 
Detroit Festival 


Probably one of the first acts 
of the organizing committee ap- 
pointed by the Mayor of Detroit 
in 1949 to develop plans for De- 
troit’s 250th Birthday Festival in 
1951 was the decision that there 
should be a commemorative me- 
dallion struck for the occasion. 
Months before the present cor- 
porate and committee organiza- 
tions were formed, this commit- 
tee requested the Medallic Art 
Company of New York, to have 
designs prepared by Rene P. 
Chambellan, a prominent sculptor 
in New York City, for the two 
sides of a Medallion to commem- 
orate Detroit’s 250th Anniversary. 

In October 1950 the Festival 
Corporation placed an order for 
a quantity of these Medallions. 
Because of Government restric- 
tions on the use of bronze for 
commemorative medallions and 
other civilian uses, it will not be 
possible to purchase an additional 
supply at a later time. 

The design on the obverse is 
an original design of the Land- 
ing of Cadillac at the site of old 
Fort Pontchartrain; and the de- 
sign on the reverse shows the 
impressive skyline from the De- 
troit River, featuring the new 
Civic Center and its proposed 
buildings, and also shows Old 
Fort Pontchartrain, thus linking 
the past with the present and 
the future. These designs are 
copyrighted, 

The Medallion is solid bronze, 
2%” in diameter, and will be 
sold for $2.00, Michigan Sales Tax 
inclusive. The Detroit Historical 
Society has undertaken to sell 
these Medallions for the Festi- 
val Corporation, and all net pro- 
ceeds will be turned over to the 
Special Gifts Committee of the 
Festival Corporation for a build- 
ing fund for the Detroit Histori- 
cal Museum, 

Persons desiring to buy these 
Medallions will find them on sale 
at the Detroit Historical Society, 
441 Merrick Avenue, the J. T. 
Wing Museum on Belle Isle, the 
Birthday Festival Office, 414 Vet- 
erans’ Memorial Building, and at 
many of the hotels, clubs and 
office buildings in Detroit, the 
University of Detroit, Wayne Uni- 
versity Bookshop and many gift 
shops and cigar stores. 

Orders by mail should be ad- 
dressed to Detroit’s 250th Birth- 
day Festival, Inc., 151 West Jef- 
ferson Ave., Detroit 26, and remit- 
tance should include an extra 25c 
for each Medallion ordered, to 
cover the cost of postage and 
wrapping. Because of the limited 
quantity available, orders will be 
filled in the order in which they 
are received. This is the only 
Official Medallion of Detroit’s 
Birthday Anniversary, although 
there will be other souvenirs on 
sale by the retail stores in De- 
troit, after June Ist such as play- 
ing cards, ash trays, women’s 
scarfs, plates, glasses, banners, 
flags, ete,

The Post Awful Department 
must certainly be proud of that 
second hand, washed out looking 
label issued for the final reunion

Should the South want to se- 
cede again over this postal in- 
sult, you all down there can 
count me in as a sympathetic 
volunteer. I can pack my bags 
and be on my way with just a 
few minutes notice. 

And you won’t have to make 
me a Colonel, either. 


1, On August 3, 1927 the Bur- 
goyne Campaign commem was is- 
sued with a design based on 
Trumbull’s painting, “The Sur- 
render of Burgoyne”. To which 
American general did he surren- 
der? 

2. The 2c Huguenot-Walloon 
commem pictures the “Landing 
at Fort Orange”, Fort Orange was 
located in what is now the state 
of Virginia, Florida, Vermont, 
New York, New Jersey, Massa- 
chusetts. Choose one. Present 
name of Fort Orange is 


There is a lot of history tied 
up with the stamp mentioned in 
the first question above, the Bur- 
goyne Campaign commem. But 
before delving into the thrilling 
story of the events it commemo- 
rates, it might be well to have 
a close look at the stamp itself, 

Ordinarily, the viewer’s first 
impression would be that the 
frame was certainly cluttered up 
with names, for to be found sur- 
rounding the central design are 
“Ft, Stanwix”, “Oriskany”, “Ben- 
nington” and “Saratoga”, 

Those of you who were moder- 
ately diligent in the study of 
your United States history will 
recognize them as being asso- 
ciated in some way with the 
American Revolution, 

And they were, too. All were 
battles which contributed great- 
ly to the final success, 

The Burgoyne stamp killed 
several birds with one stone. To 
begin with, it satisfied requests 
of the Boy Scouts and the Amer- 
ican Legion Posts of the Utica 
and Rome, N.Y. area for a stamp 
to commemorate “the first dis- 
play of the Stars and Stripes in 
the face of an enemy, on August 
3, 1777, at the defense of Fort 
Stanwix, whose site is now in- 
cluded in the city of Rome, N.Y.” 
Governor Alfred E. Smith of 
New York endorsed the stamp 
with a special letter to Postmas- 
ter General Harry §. New en- 
closing documentary evidence that 
the Battle of Fort Stanwix was 
the first instance when the new 
flag bearing a field of thirteen 
stars, and having thirteen stripes 
was flown before the enemy. 
Also busy on stamp matters 
were the Utica and Rome Histor- 
ical Societies who had in mind a 
series of four stamps. They sug- 
gested one showing the raising 
of the flag at Fort Stanwix, one 
picturing the wounded General 
Nicholas Herkimer directing the 
Battle of Oriskany, a reproduction 
of the Monument erected at Ben- 
nington, Vt. to mark the Battle of 
Bennington, and finally Bur- 
goyne’s surrender. 

On top of that, the State of 
Vermont had requested of PMG 
New, a commem to mark the Bat- 
tle of Bennington, which tussle 
they claimed was a decisive con- 
tribution to the British defeat in 
the New England area. 

“ The other engagements were 
in New York State, but the suc- 
cess of the campaign involved 





them all. 

After some consultations by 
the committee members, and 
some visits to tl® POD in Wash- 
ington, it was finally decided to 
produce the so-called “Burgoyne,” 
the frame having the names of 
the various battles. 

The vignette was to reproduce 
the painting by Trumbull of Bur- 
goyne’s Surrender. It hangs in 
the rotunda of the Capitol. 

hile the stamp was originally 
intended to commemorate the 
Surrender, it was not released on 
the actual anniversary, October 
A iy & 

The first day was on August 
3, 1927, the 250th anniversary of 
the first day the United States 
flag was fired on in battle. That 
was at Fort Stanwix. 

So intentionally, or otherwise, 
a stamp has thus been issued to 
mark an anniversary of our flag.

In reviewing the battles com- 


memorated on the Burgoyne 
stamp the British strategy has to 
be known. General Carleton’s 
plan was to send several bodies of 
troops south from Canada through 
the New England states with a 
junction to be made at what is 
now Albany, N. Y. General Howe 


4was to fight his way up from 


the south for a union of their 
forces, 

Having removed the Colonial 
opposition from this wild and 
vast area, further advances and 
campaigns could be planned 
which would divide the Ameri- 
can Forces, pocket them, or press 
them against the Atlantic Ocean. 

After the British under Bur- 
goyne had captured Fort Ticon- 
deroga, they proceded against 
Fort Stanwix. Here from August 
3 to August 22 the Americans 
resisted gallantly inflicting num- 
erous casualties on the unsuccess- 
ful British. With him, Burgoyne 
had General John Johnson and 
Colonel] St. Leger whose forces 
were representative of the Brit- 
ish Army. They had _ regulars, 
Loyalists and a sizeable body of 
Iriquois Indians under the no- 
torious Joseph Brant. 

Brigadier General Nicholas 
Herkimer with a hastily organ- 
ized army of 800 New York mi- 
litia and volunteers marched to 
the relief of Fort Stanwix. Warn- 
ed by his Indian scouts of -Her- 
kimer’s aproach, Burgoyne dis- 
patched 800 of his men, including 
Indians, under St. Leger, to inter- 


.|cept him, 


Unaware that his approach was 
known to the enemy, Herkimer 
pressed forward with haste, and 
not too much caution. The result 
was that the Americans were 
trapped in an ambush in a deep 
ravine, 

Resorting to fighting Indian 
fashion with superb bravery, the 
British were driven from the field 
after several hours, by Herki- 
mer’s forces. 

Herkimer himself had his horse 
shot out from under him with 
a leg shattered in the process by 
the musket ball. Propped up on 
his saddle bags under a tree, this 
intrepid general calmly smoked 
the while shouting his orders di- 
recting the battle. 

Because he was the victim of 
inadequate and crude surgery, 
Herkimer died ten days later. He 
is remembered by a monument 
erected in his honor, on the field 
of Oriskany, in 1884, 

Oriskany was one of the blood- 
iest battles of the Revolution. 
Over one third the men on both 
sides were killed. St. Leger with- 
drew his badly mauled forces 
from further contact, fleeing back 
to the north some days later 
when he learned that an Amer- 
ican column under General Bene- 
dict Arnold (then loyal) was 
coming in, 

That eliminated part of Bur- 


he was still in control. 


Another blow to his position 
came at the Battle of Benning- 
ton. Here under General John 
Stark commanding a unit of New 
Hampshire Militia, calling them- 


selves the “Green Mountain 
Boys”, Burgoyne’s attempt to 
capture American supplies at 


Bennington was decisively de- 
feated. Stark’s force numbered 
2000. 

On August 13, Burgoyne dis- 
patched Colonel Baum with 1700 
regulars, Loyalists and Indians 
to capture the supplies at Ben- 
nington. On the 15th he sent a 
reinforcement of 650 Hessians un- 
der Colonel Breyman as support. 
But General Stark struck with 
his superior force in the after- 
noon of August 16 and had prac- 
tically annihilated Baum’s sol- 
diers before Breyman arrived. 
When he did reach the scene of 
battle, Stark, reinforced by 500 
men under Seth Warner engaged 
him and wiped him out as well. 

The victory greatly weakened 
Burgoyne by eliminating almost 
a seventh of his army, and by 
causing the desertion of a large 
body of Indians and Canadians, 
while it greatly strengthened the 
Americans, particularly by caus- 
ing the enlistment of large bodies 
of militia for service under Gen- 
eral Gates, 


Actually, there were two Bat- 
tles of Saratoga. The first oc- 
curred when Burgoyne crossed 
the Hudson on September 13 to 
approach Bemis Heights where 
the Americans under General 
Gates had taken up a strong pos- 
ition. On the 19th, the date of 
the first battle, he advanced with 
4000 men to attack Gate’s left 
flank. 

He was met by 3000 Colonials 
under Benedict Arnold. Follow- 
ing a two hour engagement stop- 
ped by nightfall, the session end- 
ed as a draw. The fighting has

and Howe’s failure to advance 
from down state New York to 
close the pincers, decided to make 
another effort. 

On October 7, with 1500 pick- 
ed men, he advanced to turn the 
American left. He was immediate- 
ly hit on his right by General 
Poore, and on his left by Gen- 


feral Morgan, while Arnold dash- 


ed into the battle to command 
the entire strategy. 

The British retreated to twelve 
miles from Saratoga where sur- 
rounded, and outnumbered and 
under constant fire, Burgoyne 
asked General Gates for surren- 
-der terms. On October 17, Bur- 
goyne formally surrendered his 5 
to 6000 men,

goyne was to take his men to 
Boston where they would all em- 
bark for England and serve no 
more against the Americans. 

The victory aroused enthu- 
siasm throughout the country 
and was the determining factor 
that led France to form an alli- 
ance with the United States. 

Thus hidden behind four names 
on a commemorative stamp are 
stories of defeats and victories, 
sacrifice and _ suffering, blood 
death and heroism. 

From such priceless ingredients 
was forged our heritage of free- 
dom and independence.

He was succeeded in the White House by energetic, hustling 
Herbert Hoover, business-man, mining engineer,

job, wrote a check to the Treasurer of the U. S. before leaving 
Washington, for $300,000, thereby refunding to his country his entire 
salary as President, for the 4 years. 





And Herbert Hoover meant 
business, right from the start. He 
quickly determined to convert 
part of the White House into an 
Executive Office, in fact as well as 
in name. He added an extra wing, 
and promptly installed his “Three 
Musketeers”, secretaries Walter S. 
Newton, George Akerson and 
Lawrence Richey—and_ thereby 
put the “hex” forever on a letter 
reaching any future President un- 
opened and unread.

a polite secretary that read HER 
mail first, and could also say NO.

Theodore Roosevelt was dead 
then, and I bethought me of all 
the papers and signatures that he 
must have left behind in Albany, 
while he was Governor. So I 
“wondered” about it in a letter to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, the current 
Governor, and lo and behold, back 
came the friendliest letter, on the 
niftiest blue-and-gold embossed 
stationery of the Executive Cham- 
ber in Albany, dated February 24, 
1930. It reads: 


“Dear Mr. Brehm: 

I wish much that I could 
find for you an autograph of 
Theodore Roosevelt when he was 
Governor but I fear there are none 
here in Albany except those all 
affixed to official letters and 
documents. As you probably 
know, the personal correspon- 
dence is taken with them when 
they leave office. You must have 
a fine collection. 

Very sincerely yours, 
Franklin D, Roosevelt.” 


That was my first friendly con- 
tact with F D R (And I got Ted- 
dy’s original signature later from 

a postmaster’ $s commission). 

* * s 

My we signature from 
F D R appears on a cover, mailed 
by a friend and postmarked— 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y.—July 23, 
1932—which bears the cachet—A 
Stamp Collector FOR PRESI- 
DENT—FRANKLIN D. ROOSE-

At that time I was living in 
San Diego, California, friendly 


with the Postmaster (naturally) 
and designing cachets for many 
events: to welcome the Xth Olym- 
piad—to welcome Amelia Earhart 
—to welcome OLD IRONSIDES 
on her first visit to the Pacific, 
and others. 
% . ° t . 

After FDR had been nominated 
for President by the conven- 
tion in 1932, he shortly announced 
a cross-country campaign trip as 
far as the West Coast, to termi- 





nate with a speech at San Diego, 
broadcast from the deck of a de- 
stroyer, 

Quickly I designed the cachet 
which appears at the head of this 
article, and sent it to him, sug- 
gesting that I might assure 5000 
or more covers mailed from there 
on the day of his visit, if he would 
sign the sketch. On the day he 
left Albany to begin his stump- 
ing tour, I received the following 
letter, blue embossed without the 
gold, dated September 16, 1932: 


“Dear Mr. Brehm: 

Governor Roosevelt was 
glad to autograph the sketch 
which you enclosed, and I am 
sending it to you herewith, 

Sincerely yours, 
Guernsey T. Cross, 
Secretary to the Governor.” 


But for some reason the trip 
was cut ‘short at Denver and not 
completed, so the cachet was 
never used.

All of which occurred before 
F D R entered the White House, 
and after a year or so, I began to 
“wonder” again—if the Hoover 
“hex” was also beholden to the 
new President. IT WAS. 


In those days radio was really 
coming into its own, and _ the 
newscasters would speak up every 
time the President sneezed or 
wiggled his ears. Then, one 
Thursday, announcement came 
that F D R was a bit tired and 
intended to relax over Sunday on 
his front porch at Hyde Park with 
the good wife. 

Yes, you guessed it—I dis- 
patched an airmail letter to Mrs. 
R. “wondering” once more if she 
might bear down on papa while 
he was sunning himself—and be- 
lieve-it-or-not (Ripley)—on Tues- 
day morning I had my little card 
back, signed: 


Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Eleanor Roosevelt 
Sarah Roosevelt (that’s mama) 


So I’d broken the jinx. Of course 
and technically, he wasn’t exactly 
IN the White House at the time, 
and no secretaries surrounded him 
at Hyde Park. . 

In iater years I received widow- 
franked envelopes from _ Grace 
Coolidge and Anna _ Eleanor 
Roosevelt (which latter is evi- 
dently her registered signature 
with the P OG Department) both 
with friendly notes; as also, be- 
fore her death, from Frances F. 
Cleveland-Preston. 

After Herbert Hoover retired, 
he turned “friendly” again too, 
and I was happy to receive his 
signature on three occasions; 
twice on souvenir covers, and 
once on a card,

Bring Over Catalog 


The J. & H. Stolow 5,616 lot 
auction sale of May 14 to 19, 
featuring stamps from the col- 
lections of His Majesty, King 
Farouk, brought a total realiza- 
tion of $167,500.00. This is be- 
lieved to be the first time that 
stanaps from the collections of a 
reigning monarch have been sold 
by auction, 

Covering an entire week, both 
afternoons and evenings, the sale 
may have set new records for 
participation. A total of 2,116 
persons sent in bid sheets by mail 
and this provided for more than 
11,800 individual bids recorded 
before the sale began. A total of 
512 different dealers and collec- 
tors attended the eleven sessions 
in person, with 121 as the high- 
est figure for any one session. 

A Russian block of four of the 
7 rubles black and yellow of the 
1902 issue with center inverted, 
brought $1,600.00 against a cata- 
log value of $1,000.00, while 35 
lots of unlisted Russian proofs 
brought approximately $4,000.00. 

Four lots of the rare 1901 Ger- 
man Vineta bisect, cataloging $1.,- 
300.00 brought $1,330.00; while a 
one pound British I.R. Official 
with Royal Certificate brought 
$415.00. An attractive pair of the 
France 1 france vermilion brought 
$1,500.00. A block of twenty of 
the 1859 Thurn and Taxis 3 kr 
cataloging $300.00 realized $530.00. 

A single of the unlisted Juluit 
issue of the first Marshall Island 
stamp brought $190.00, and the 
first Sanaa-New York Yemen air- 
mail set in blocks brought $110.00. 
A pair of the Obock first postage 
due stamp brought $1,150.00. A 
perforation variety of the one 
cent U.S. stamp of 1920, catalog- 
ing $135.00 realized $110.00.
